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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The following report of the schools of Swanzey for the 
past year, together with a brief statement required to be 
reported of the schools for the year ending August, 1900, 
is respectfully submitted. Full particulars concerning the 
amount of money raised and appropriated for school pur- 
poses, and the amount raised for repairs and furnishing, 
and for books and school supplies, are given in the report 
of the school treasurer. 

We have supported during the past year 11 different 
schools, with an aggregate of 34714 weeks’ schooling, and 
with an average of nearly 32 weeks each. In these schools 
there have been 350 different pupils, five years of age and, up- 
ward, registered at least two weeks during the school 
year ending in August; while the whole number of boys 
and girls in town between five and sixteen years, returned 
by the agents appointed by the school board in April last, 
was 270. 

There has been no schoolin No. 4 during the past year, 
on account of the few scholars there were to attend. But 
here the scholars were given the privilege of attending the 
other schools which were the most convenient to them, and 
have been allowed a mileage on distance they had to go 
over a mile and a half from home. 

On account of the crowded condition of the schools at 
West Swanzey, a new schoolroom has there been fitted up 
and furnished, agreeably to a vote at the last annual 
school meeting. These schools, which have been re-graded, 
are now better classified and more easily managed, and 
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the teaching and school work more satisfactory ‘to all 
concerned. 

The cost to the town for books and school supplies may 
be regarded as an extravagance if not known to be neces- 
sary. New books have to be supplied when old ones are 
worn out, and we find that some scholars and schools are 
much more careless and destructive of such property than 
others. Much here depends upon the teachers. 

Some very much needed maps have been purchased dur- 
ing the past year, and school apparatus for the preceding 
year have had to be paid for. Some new text books of 
both higher and lower grades have been placed in our 
schools, that we might keep along in the progress of edu- 
cation with other towns of our state, and thereby give 
our scholars equal advantages. 

In concluding our report, we are gratified to be able to 
express much pleasure and satisfaction with the general 
success and prosperity of our schools. We feel that much 
credit for all this is justly due to the faithfulness and 
efficiency of our teachers, and also to the support and en- 
couragement received from parents and friends of education.
